Pere Cheney cemetery listed in 


State Register of Historic

The Pere Cheney cemetery, the last 
remnant of a once prosperous 
lumbering town, was recently listed in 
the State Register of Historic Sites in 
Michigan. 

ThePereCheney cemetery is located 
one-quarter mile south and east of the 
now abandoned village of Pere Cheney 
in Beaver Creek Township. A narrow, 
dirt road through a mostly wooded 
area leads to the site. The rectangular 
cemetery grounds face east on the 
street across from the railroad line that 
once was the bloodline of the village. 

The cemetery is about five acres in 
sizeandcontainsabout 1 15 identifiable 
graves. The largest monument in the 
cemetery is the obelisk monument of 
the Frank and Frances Barber family, 
whose children Hattie, Ray, and Roy, 
all died of diphtheria in 1893, within a 
three week period.

In July, 1873, the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company completed the line 
from Jackson to Gaylord. About this 
time the railroad company granted a 
patent to George M. Cheney to 
establish a stop on the line to acquire 
fuel, water, freight, and passengers. 
Cheney established a community in 
what was then Center Plains Township, 
now Beaver Creek, He builtasawmill 
and later the Cheney House, a hotel 
that accommodated the increasing 
number of settlers, lumbermen and 
tourists who were moving into 
Crawford County. On December 1, 
1874, Pere Cheney received a post 
office with the appointment of 
storekeeper Stewart Hutt as 
posimaster. According to the 1877 
Michigan Gazetteer and Business 
Directory, the business community 
included a sawmill, a general store, a3: 
wagonmaker, two carpenters, ail? 
“eclectic” physician, one hotel, a

telegraph and daily mail service. The 
Gazeteer further stated that “lumber 
was the only product manufactured 
and shipped by rail from Pere Cheney.” 

Confident of future growth, Cheney 
platteda large cemetery on the outskirts 
of the village in 1878. Pere Cheney’s 
future seemed assured when the 
Michigan legislature named the village 
the temporary county seat of Crawford 
County. However, before the year 
was over the people of Crawford 
County voted to transfer the county 
seateight milesnorthwest tothe village 
of Grayling. In 1881, the Michigan 
Central moved its train station there. 
The double loss of the county seat and 
the railroad station sent Pere Cheney 
into a long and steep decline. By the 
early twentieth century, people were 
leaving Pere Cheney faster than they 
were settling, The population of Pere 
Cheney stood at 55 in 1896, 25 in 
1901, and 18 in 1917, In 1912 the post 
office closed. i

waste management plan under which 
they operate. 


Under the Michigan Solid Waste 
Management Act, every county must 
have a waste management plan 
approved by the state. The plan for 
Crawford County was developed by 
the Northeast Michigan Council of 
Governments (NEMCOG). Under that 
plan, all Crawford County waste must 
be disposed of at the CES Landfill, 
located in Maple Forest Township. 
Other counties, who may not have a 
landfill within their borders, must haul 
their waste intra-county, possibly to 
Crawford County. To be eligible to 
receive waste from another county, 
that county must be named in our 
waste management plan, and we must 
benamed asa possible recipientin the 
sending county’s plan, 


Avalanche, despite the public outcry 
against the proposal, the planning 
commission voted three totwotoatlow 
the project to proceed, thus the appeal.

With the listing of Pere Cheney on 
the State Register of Historic Sites, 
Crawford County now boasts eight 
historic registrations. Others include 
the Michigan Central Railroad, 
Grayling Station, located at the depot; 
the Michigan Grayling, located at the 
Fish Hatchery; the homesite of Chief 
David Shoppenagons, located at Ray’s 
Canoes; the beginning of state 
reforestation, located off Old-27 at the 
Higgins Lake Nursery; the 32nd Red 
Arrow Division, located at Camp 
Grayling; he Camp Grayling Officer's 
Club; and the Hartwick Pines. 

The application for registry of the 
Pere Cheney cemetery came from the 
Beaver Creek Township Supervisor, 
John Hartman.

Currently, the CES Landfill is 
regulated by a 20 year solid waste 
management pian, thatis updated every 
5 years. CES is requesting that the 
additional counties be included in both 
the 5 and 20 year plans. The 
amendment to that plan would read as 
follows:

Spring is when we see signs of new 
life, birds return from their annual 
migrations, the weather begins to 
warm, and people start cleaning up 
their yards. Itis also when most forest 
fires in Michigan occur.. To address 
the problem of spring forest fires, the 
Department of Natural Resources, US 
Forest Service, and local units of 
government who issue burning 
permits, willnot beissuing them during 
the four-week period from Aprit 17, 
through May 16. Forest-fire officials 


are asking people to refrain from 
outdoor burning of yard and houschold 
debris ducing this period. 


Over one-third of all forest fires in 
Michigan are caused by debris burning, 
and half of them occur during the last 
two wecks of April and the first two 
weeks of May. The big Crawford 
County fire of 1990, occured on May 
8. 

Dead leaves and dry grass from the 
previous year can ignite casily and

Nelson explained that any landfill 
in Michigan can accept waste from 
another state, but not from an adjoining 
county if their waste plans do not list 
each other. He stated that CES is 
trying to be in a position to compete 
with the eight or ten other landfills in 
northern Michigan if the need arose. 
He stressed that even if our landfill 
was the only recipient of all of the 
waste in all of the proposed counties, 
it would take over 20 years to reach its 
full capacity. He also stated that types 
of waste from the proposed counties 
would be no different than what is 
gencrated in Crawford County. 

“We need cnough waste to stay in 
business, to gencrate revenues. If we 
took waste from downstate we would 
be taking away from our own landfills 
down there, We don’t want waste 
from downstate,” Nelson stated. 

To amend the Solid Waste 
Management Plan for Crawford 
County, certain steps must be followed. 
After a letter of intent is submitted to 


NEMCOG, and is approved by that 
body, a 90 day comment period is 
observed. During the commentperiod, 
there must be a public hearing. After 
the comment period, NEMCOG must 
offer its recommendation of approval 
or rejection to the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners. The 
commissioners then review the plan 
and vote also to accept or reject. If 
accepted, the plan goes to all county 
municipalities where 67 percent must 
approve. With local approval, the 
plan then goes to the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources for 
its approval. 

According to Nelson, “We will be 
making ourselves available to 
municipalities during review, to 
answer any questions.” 

The initial application was submitted 
to NEMCOG, at a meeting of the 
Northeast Michigan Solid Waste 
Planning Committee, on March 30, in 
Auanta. The next meeting, to be held 
in Grayling, will be announced in the 
Avalanche when that information 
becomes available.

DNR announces closure of 
Whitepine Campground

The Department of Natural 
Resources will close 23 of its 151 state 
forest campgrounds. Among those 
slated forclosing, inCrawford County, 
are Canoe Campground and Whitepine 
Campground. 

The closure of Canoe Campground 
was reported in an earlier edition of 
the Avalanche, along with localefforts 
to keep the picnic area open to the 
canoeing public. 

Whitepine Campground, located on 
the AuSable River mainstream 
between Wakeley Bridge and 
McMaster’s Bridge, has long been a 
favorite camping ground for those 
spending more than one day on the 
river. Approximately six hours by 
canoe, from Grayling, by the time 


Whitepine Campground is reached, 
most canoers are ready to pack it in for 
the night. 

The announcement of the closing 
came from the DNR on April 8. At 
that time there was no word of any 
public effort to keep the campground 
open. Bill Mittig, DNR District 
Forrester said, “I don’t think we know 
yet. It’s still early.” 

To determine which campgrounds 
would close due to budget restrictions, 
all state forest campgrounds were 
evaluated as to their use, accessibility, 
renovation costs to meet health and 
safety standards, and overall benefit to 
the entire state campground system. 
Crawford County currently has eight 
other state forest campgrounds which 
will remain open.

burn rapidly during the time before 
new green growth appears, 

Buming permits are not required 
under the state forest fire law when 
burning in an approved debris burner 
or when the ground is snow-covered. 
Recreational campfires do not require 
a burning permit cither. 

Instead of burning yard debris during 
spring clean-up, compost or mulch 
them instead. These are two altemative 
disposal methods that are clean, casy, 
and do not present a risk of forest fire. 
If you have yard debris which must be 
burned, such as brush, stumps, or other 
woody material, save it until after the 
moratorium on burning permits, and 
green grass and leaves appear. Then 
call the DNR office to obtain a burming 

rmit, 

” During the burning moratorium, 
local DNR forest fire officials will be 
busy preparing to extinguish any fires 
that might break out, and they will be 
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educating the public on fire prevention. 

The DNR’s fire prevention van will 
bein the Glen’s Family Center parking 
lot over the April 24-25 weekend. The 
van houses displays on fire 
conservation, and Smokey the Bear 
will be on-hand to emphasize that, 
“Only you can prevent forest fires.” 
Forest fire officers from the Grayling 
DNR station will also be available to 
answer any questions about fighting 
or preventing fires. 


According to fire officer Duane 
Brooks, “The water table is down this 
year, If we have breezy weather, we 
could have a very hazardous spring.” 
During the spring fire season, when 
conditions are at their most dangerous, 
Brooks stations fire fighting equipment 
in various places in the county for a 
faster initial response to a fire. In this 
way, the chance of a small fire being 
contained before it can grow into a 
major disaster, is much better. 
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Hot tips from the DNR on| 


now io preveni a foresi fire 


*Contact your local fire official 
before burning to obtain information 
about the burning regulations in your 
area. Some communities forbid 
burning debris, such as leaves, grass, 
brush, and trash—others allow buming 
only during specified hours. 

-Obtain a buming permit (free) from 
your local fire agency. State law 
requires a permit for open buming 
whenever the ground is not snow 
covered—even on your own property. 
On dry, windy days, burning 
restrictions may be in effect. State law 
prohibits burning anything other than 
yard debris, brush, or household trash. 

eAll burn barrels must be covered 
with a weighted metal cover, with 
holes no larger than 3/4 inch—it’s the 
law. 

«Consider alternatives to 
burning...leaves and grass make a fine 
mulch for gardens, or they can be 
composted; newspapers and many 
other every-day household items may 
be recycled. Recyciing and 
composting eliminate the risk of 
wildfire and the smoke that comes 
with buming of trash and yard wastes. 

*Always use ‘the ashtray when 
smoking in your vehicle. A match 
tossed from a car window, farm 
vehicle, or off-road vehicle can ignite 
leaves or grass, causing a wildfire. 
Never grind a cigarette, cigar, or pipe 
tobacco out on a stump or log. 

*Even though the ground may be 
wet in the spring, the grass is not, and 
can swiftly bum out of control in 
seconds from any flame.: =:

Make ita practice 
of keeping your roof clear of leaves 
and other debris. This will prevent 
sparks from falling on your roof and 
igniting leaves and pine needles 
trapped in roof valleys and gutters. 

°Maintain a ring of safety around 
your home to protect it from wildfires. 
Keep grass mowed within 30 feet of 
all buildings—a mowed lawn wilthelp 
protect your home from wildfires. Thin 
out trees within 30 feet ofany building 
so that their crowns don’t touch, and 
trim the bottom branches of all 
evergreen irees to six feet above the 
ground. 

«Make sure your house number is 
visible from the street, so fire fighters 
can locate your home quickly. Keep 
your driveway wide, accessible, and 
in good condition for fire trucks to get 
to your home. Plan safe evacuation 
routesin case of alarge wildfire. Have 
more than one means of getting to 
your home. 

*Extinguish all outdoor fires 
properly. Drown fires with plenty of 
water, then stir. Continue adding water 
and stirring until everything is cold to 
the touch. Dunk charcoal in water 
until cold. Do not throw live charcoal 
on the ground and leave it; it will 
smolder and could start a wildfire. 

*Before building a campfire, scrape 
away any burnable material until you 
get to mineral soil which will not bum. 
Keep your fire small and have an

adequate water supply to extinguish it 
properly. Make sure every particle of 
fire is cold to the touch before you 
leave. 

*Be careful with matches. Keep all 
matches and lighters out of sight and 
reach of children. In only 10% of the 
child-caused fires do children have to 
work to obtain matches or a lighter. 

*Never leave a fire unattended. 
Sparkes can blow into leaves or grass 
and quickly spread. Keepa shovel and 
charged garden hose nearby while 
burning so that they can be quickly 
used to extinguish a fire in an 
emergency. Maintain a 10-foot 
diameter circle around your debris pile 
or burn barrel clear of tall grass and 
other burnable material. 

Parents, caution your children about 
playing with matches or lighters. 
Teach them that fire is a useful tool, 
not a plaything. Also teach them to 
report any fire they see, or any child 
playing with fire, to an adult. 

*Keep all internal combustion 
engines used outdoors properly tuned. 
Suchengines mustalso havea properly 
functioning spark arrestor. Poorly 
tuned engines without spark arresting 
mufflers can emit carbon sparks, 
causing a wildfire.

Hospice uses a team approach to 
care for dying persons. A team 
typically includes a physician, a nurse, 
a counselor, a member of the clergy, 
and an aide, While our hospice will 
begin to employ paid professionals, 
we will continue to rely on volunteers 
to provide assistance at all levels of 
skill. Most of our volunteers work on 
these teams directly assisting patients, 
butothers help out in our office or with 
fundraising activities and do such 
things as provide transportation for 
patients. 

Volunteers are so important to 
hospice that Medicare regulations 
require that part of our workhours be 
provided on a volunteer basis, This 
makes hospice unique. Nationally, 
almost 70,000 of the total of about 
90,000 hospice workers are volunteers, 
and last year, they gave well over five 
million hours of their precious time to 
serve the dying and their families! 
That’s five million points of light! 

Locally, 70 persons donated their 
service to our community hospice 
during the last year. Our volunteers 
provided over 1,000 hours as patient 
companions, 800 office hours, 800 
hours in fund raising efforts, and drove 
over 17,000 miles. Volunteers are the 
‘Heart of Hospice,” and during this 
weck we will be honoring them ata 
special dinner hosted by the CCW of 


St. Hubert’s Parish in Higgins Lake, 
We will be honoring a volunteer of the 
year from Roscommon and Crawford 


County. They have made a significant 
contribution to Hospice during the nag, 


year, They are nominated and elected 
by their fellow volunteers. At this 
dinner we will also be announcing the 
Hospice Hero/Heroine. This award is 
given to a person, group, club, or 
service organization who has greatly 
supported Hospice ina significant way 
and is not a Hospice volunteer. 

In a number of ways, volunteering 
for hospice differs from other 
communily work, For one thing, 
patient-care volunteers are required to 
undergo at least 20 hours of 
standardized training. 

Notask ii too big or too small for our 
volunteers, but often the most 
important thing they can do is just “be 
there” for patients, to reassure them 
they are not alone, to hold a hand, to 
offer a smile, or to share a “good cry.” 
It is not casy work, but the personal 
rewards are enormous. The strength 
and courage of patients provide a 
constant source of inspiration, and 
volunteers usually feel they gain more 
than they have been able to give, 

Our hospice is growing as more and 
more persons seek our help. For this 
reason, we have a constant need for 
new volunteers. A volunteer training 
class is scheduled to begin on Monday, 
April 26.

Suchadolescentconcems, although 
very real, seem almost quaint 
compared with the hurdles that await 
many of today’s teens, such as 
escalating drug and alcohol abuse, 
school violence and the threat of AIDS 
and other sexually-transmitted 
diseases. 

Perhaps, then, it is no wonder that 
an increasing number of parents are 
secking professional heip to 
understand and guide their teens' 
bumpy transition from puberty to 
young adulthood. 

“Because parents recognize there 
arechallenges out there that they didn’t 
face as teen-agers, they feel insecure 
about their ability to handle them, so 
family counseling is becoming more 
and more accepted when problems 
persist,” says James C. Coyne, Ph.D., 
a professor of family practice and 
psychiatry at the University of 
Michigan Medical Center. 

Because it is much more 
complicated to be an adolescent in 
America today then ever before, itcan 
be equally hard to be the parent of 
one, Coyne says. “A lot is written

is on them, but very little attention is 
paid to the losses and challenges their 
parents face during this transitional 
period, As a teen gets older, the 
parents often lose the sense of 
closeness and shared values they had 
before.” 

As a result, the changing roles 
brought about by the in-between age 
—- when boys’ voices wobble, tomboy 
angles give way to female curves and 
parents can’t seem to do or say 
anything right --- often cause feelings 
of inadequacy, alienation and 
confusion for both adolescents and 
parents, 

“People who are very competent in 
managing other aspects of their lives 
can be made to feel like miserable 
failures by their teen-agers— helpless, 
defeated,” he says. 

Oncofthe mostcommonchallenges 
that send parents into therapy is the 
questto strike a balance between being 
under and overprotective of their teen. 
“Parents are constantly struggling 
between allowing their adolescents to 
demonstrate self-responsibility and 
make choices for themselves and 
preventing them from making self- 
destructive decisions that they are not 
mature enough to handle,” he says.

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The terrible teens: Coping with the adolescent years 


“We can try to protect teens from 
having to make tough decisions, but 
that’s just going to leave them ill- 
prepared when they reach 21. 
Sometimes you can be too good at 
protecting teen-agers from being teen- 
agers,” he says. 

Value clashes about issues such as 
alcohol use, premarital sex and 
religion are also a common point of 
friction between parents and their ‘ 
offspring. ‘Tension mounts even 
further if there’s a discrepancy 
between the parents’ own behavior 
and the demands they piace on their 
adolescent, Coyne says. 

A classic example is the parent 
who smokes, yet expects his teen to 
be a non-smoker, “Kids are very 
sensitive to hypocrisy, and parents 
who don’t practice what they preach 
automatically reduce their influence 
by the inconsistentexample they set,” 
Coyne says. 

While family counseling is nothing 
new, the methods are changing. 
Parents are being expected more than 
ever before to take an active role in 
therapy, Coyne says, “Parents may 
start with the attitude, ‘Here, fix my 
troubled kid,’ butit’snot like dropping 
the dry cleaning off and picking itup 
when its done,” he says. “‘Ittakesa lot

Coyne give families “homework” 
assignments between clinic visits that 
are designed to test whether parents 
and teens are really prepared to alter 
their habits of interacting. Forexample, 
one evening a week may be designated 

‘parent’s night” during which the 
adolescent is asked to go Gut of his or 
her way to be appreciative and 
accommodating. Or sometimes parents 
are asked to relax their demands in a 
certain area, such as curfew, to see 
whether their teen will handle the new 
freedom responsibly. “The idea isn’t 
to produce profound changes, but to 
test the parents and the family system 
to see whether they are really willing to 
work together,” he says. 

Other assignments focus on ways 
parenis can better communicate their 
needs. Firm commands are always 
more productive than open-ended 
questions, repeated lecturing or 
nagging, Coyne says. “If you ask the 
teen if he or she wants to do the dishes, 
you must be prepared to take ‘no’ for 
an answer. Simply letting your teen 
know where you stand is much more 
effective,” he says.

Requirements for using the Ralph 
A. MacMullen Conference Center in 
North Higgins Lake State Park would 
be better defined under legislation 
approved by the Michigan House, said 
state Rep. Allen Lowe, R-Grayling, 
bill sponsor. 

The center, located near Higgins 
Lake, is intended primarily for state 
employce training sessions. The 105th 
District lawmaker said controversy 
emerged in recent years when a junior 
prom was held at the facility. 

“While the intent may have been 
good, hosting the prom raised several 
questions,” Lowe said. “Area 
businesses were concerned that the 
center might begin tocompete unfairly 
with the private sector.” 

The Grayling Chamber of 
Commerce also felt the facility was 
not complying with its mission of 
serving groups with an environmental 
or conservation orientation, ‘The 
MacMullen Center is named after the 
former director of the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR).
